County.

%@ Organization—an organization that is in the business of providing services to children and youth in
Montgomery County.

%7 Business—a for-profit business in Montgomery County that provides an outstanding vo/unteer service
for children and youth.

Guidelines/Criteria for Nominations:

In selecting the award recipients, the nominating committee will consider the quality and depth of
service, longevity of service, number of children and youth benefiting from the service, and the
impact this service has made on diverse communities.

All nominations mustinclude the following:
1. A cover page that includes the following information about the nominator and the nominee:

e The nominee’s name, address, email, organization or business (if applicable) and telephone number.
e The nominating award category (Youth, Service Provider, Volunteer, Organization or Business).

e The nominator’s name, address, email, telephone number, and employer (name of business or
organization) and how the nominator is familiar with the nominee’s service.
2. Rationale for nomination (No more than two typewritten pages).

e Describe specific services or contributions of the nominee.

e Fxplain what makes the nominee special or sets the nominee apart from others.

e Describe the setting in which the nominee has worked with children, and the number of years the
nominee has provided the service.

e Detail the nominee’s commitment to making a difference in the life of a child/youth.

e Detail how the nominee’s service has made an impact on diverse communities.

3. Two additional letters of support

e These letters may come from two additional individuals who also know of the nominee’s service.
(These letters should not be written by the individual providing the Rationale for Nomination).

e Itis helpful if the letters of support address the quality of service, length of time for which services
were provided, number of children and youth benefiting from the service and impact to diverse
communities.
